Circnit Judges Caldwell and Sanborn
Hold Tliat the Union Pacific is

Jfot Compelled to Operate the
Juleslmrg Branch Ques-

tion of Interest lleferred

OMAHA, March 29. Judges Caldwell and
Sanborn, in the United States court today
decided the famous Union Pacific-Gul- f

case acainst the Gulf road.
The court holds that the Union Pacific

is not compelled to operate the Julesbnrjr
branch to Denver, but says the receivers
must take into consideration the demands
of the public and by a conference agree on
some babis by which the people may bo
properly served. On the great bone of
contention, the interest question, tbe court
holds that special findings are neces-sar-

before a decision can be leached. Accord-
ingly William C. Cornish of St. Paul, is
appointed a special master in chancery to
hear the matter. in dispute, make account-
ings and report the findings to the circuit
court of Xebraska. The judges also hold
that the federal court for the Xebraska
district is the court of primary jurisdiction
in matters pertaining to the Union Pacific,
and that Instead of applying to Judge
Hallett. Receiver Trumbull, of the Gulf
road, should come before Judge Dnndy.

Ceutinuing the court says: "The court
is not bound to nay the debts nor to per
form the obligations of the l vent, nor

" are its receivers. The only difference be-

tween the liability of such receivers to pay
the debts and to perform the executory
contracts of an insolvent corporation is
that the consideration of tbe former is
generally received by the insolvent, while
iho consideration of the latter may be ob-

tained by the receivers, and if after an un-
reasonable length of time ihey accept the
benefit they may thereby assume the lia-
bilities of such coutracts.

"Tbe possibility of tuch an assumption
of liability has imposed upon these re-
ceivers a corresponding duty. This duty
was to carefully ex.inilue every lease, itaf-fi- c

or other executory contract of the Un-
ion Pacific company, and to determine in
each case whether or not it was for the
best iuterc&ts of all the creditors and
stockholders of the insolvent corporation,
for whone ultimate benefit they held its
property, that they should accept the ben-
efits and assume the burdens of such
leiso or contract. They were
entitled to a reasonable tuna
after their appointment to make
this examination and determination. They
were appointed October 13, 1892; they re
nounced theso contracts Jauuarvlo. 1S94.
In view of the great number of executory
contracts tue x'acne company was a party
to, and the heavy interests involved in
this receivership, this was not an unreas
onable time, in our opinion, to use in tho
examination and determination of this
question.

"Moreover, we think tho chief consider-
ation for the assutnotion by the Pacific
company of its liabilities under these con-
tracts was that the Gulf company should
be operated iu harmony with and practi
cally under tue supervision una control of
the Pacific company itself."

After reviewing in detail the progress of
the litigation, Judge Sanborn said. "In
accordance with theso views the order
directing the receivers to operate the
Julcsburg branch will be rescinded and
tho receivers of both companies will agree
upon fair and just traflic arrangements,
carefully considering the wants and inter-
ests of the public as well as the patties
they represent, and if they are unable so
to agree they vjll submit their differences
to this court and they will be at once
nettled.

"So farns the Gulf company's or its re-
ceiver's claim to the amount of interest
which accrued on its bonds prior to the
appointment of tho receivers of the Pacific
company is concerned, we ate aware of no
principle of law or of equitable considera-
tion that will take thi.s claim out of the
categorv of tho simple coutract liabilities
of the Pacific company of like date and
character, or relieve from the effect
of any valid offsets or counter claims the
Pacific company may have against the
Gulf company. This claim must be

in a. general accounting between
thece corporations.

i'Butthe receiver of the Gulf company
insists that by operating the railroad o"f

ihat company from Oct. 13 to Dec. 18, 1S93,
and by various acts and statements dur-
ing that time, the receivers of the Pacific
company accepted tho benefits and

tho liabilities of these contracts for
that period and they ought to be directed
to pay at once and in preference to all
other claims the interest on tho bondi of
the Gulf company that accrued during
that time. Tho authorities to which uo
have referred leave no doubt of tho prop-
ortion that the burden of proof is on thereceiver of the Gulf company to establish
tho proposition that these" receivers didassume this liability."

THE BURLINGTON SINCHED.
Detected in Cutting Rates and Pined

Rate3 Restored to California.

CniCAGO. March 29. The Burlington
road was in hot water today at the meet-
ing of the local association of tho western
linos. Charges were made that it had sold
two tickets from Chicago to St. Paul for
$10 50 each, a cut of ?1 00 from the regular
rate, and that on tho day following this
transaction it sold four similar tickets forn total of 141, n reduction of $L53on each
ticket. It stoutly denied the charges, butthe association levied a fine of $330, fromwhich the Burlington appealed to theWestern Passenger association.

All the western roads hnve voted to con-
tinue the tale of Midwinter Fair rickets
between Chicago and the Pacific coastuntil June SO. The limit previously setwas April 80.

All obstacles to the complete restorationof rates between Chicago, Missouri andCalifornia have beeu removed, and alllines have agreed thereto. Tho ten days'
notice of restoration will bo given tomor-- low.

Thurstou of the Uuion Pacific, todav
proposed to the employes that the wage
question lh referred to a commissioner.
Graud Chiefs Arthur Clark. Sargent and
Wilkinson and their attorneys expressed
themselves as not favorable to this plan.
They tay that they want first to have cer-
tain principles of law laid down. Then ifany details remain these can be referred
to a commissioner. Tha principal ques-
tions which they wished passed upon are
these: Tho statu of labor organizations
in court; the question of constructivemileage, and the inability of rules andicsulations governing employment. TheUnion Pacific claims, they say, that wecontend that rules and regulations are inthe nature of a contract. AVe do not con-
tend that way. What wo claim is, thatthey are of tho nature of the constitutiongrown out of twenty years' experienceund as such are entitled to great respect,

ceivers to show that the schedule of wa- -e
now in force are too high. PJeas for a con- -
tinuauon were made by the attorneys for

the receivers, but Judge Caldwell thought
now was the time to proceed. Twenty
thousand men were directly interested in
the matter and it ought to be settled at
once. At the coming into court tomorrow
morning the receivers will present'u copy
of the old rules with the portions to which
they object marked, and state their rea-
sons for the changes desired, and the men
will present their reason why they should
remain in force. Court then adjourned.

President Clark's report as arbitrator in
the wage conference was filed with tbe
circuit court this afternoon just before
Judge Caldwell made his order on the
bearing. It is an exhaustive review of the
whole case, covering every point in dis-
pute, setting forth the claims of the men
and the schedule of the receivers in full.
Specific objections to the provisions de-

manded by the engiuemen and traiumen
are made. There is no coming together
on the main points of cutting the wages
paid and constructive mileage. Mr. Clark
suggests that the matter be referred to an
expert railroad man lor adjustment.
Judge Caldwell decided to hear it.

REFOHT CONPIBSIED.
ClN'CDnfATl, March 2D. Mr. Eugene

Zimmerman, vice president of the Cincin-
nati, Hamilton and Dayton railroads was
seen tonight by the Associated Press cor-

respondent. He confirmed the fact of tbe
deal by which the principal owners of the
stock of the Cincinnati, Hamilton and
Dayton secured control of the Cincinnati,
New Orleans and Texss Pacific by a deal
consuinmated inXevv York late yesterday.
The Monon is not in the deal. The system
will comprise the Cincinnati, Hamilton
and Dayton, and the Cincinnati, Xew Or-

leans and Texas Pacific aud their traffic
connections. Each road will preserve its
authority as heretofore.

WAGE-EARNIN- WOMEN.
WASHINGTON, March 29. Airs. J. Ellen

Foster was at the capitol with her delega-
tion of wage-earnin- g women from Xew
Englaud, to ask for a hearing before the
senate committee on finance on tbe tariff
bill. Sl)f was granted an iuterview by
Senator "Voorhees, the chairman of the
committee, who received her courteously
but declined on behalf of the committee to
give the delegation a hearing.

After receiving Chairmau Voorhees' re-

fusal, Mrs. Foster sought out the Repub-
lican members of the committee who
agreed as such, to grant a hearing to tho
delegation and a meeting was held for
that purpose iu the Republican conference
room" of the senate. Mrs. Foster intro
duced herself aud other members of the
delegation to tbe members of the com-
mittee saying they were not part of
Coxey's army.

THE FIVE TRIBES PROTEST.
WASHINGTON', March 29. A memorial

from the Choctaw nation was presented to
the senate today, giving official informa-
tion as to the steps which it is proposed to
take by the five civilized tribe to prevent
the allotment of their lands. The memo-
rial recites the steps taken by the Choctaw
nation iu January last, when it was de-

cided to appoint twelve commissioners to
meet with other represrntetives of the five
tribes in formulating a protest agaiust the
proposed steps of the Dawes commission.

WASHINGTON. March 29. The river and

harbor committee of the hoii'-- e bus prac-
tically completed the river ami harbor bill
for this congress thouch there may be
some miuor changes therein wheu the bill
is finally passed on by tbe committee to-
morrow. The bill makes a total apnro- -
priation approximating iO.OOO.WH). The
estimates before the committee amounted
to?3S.7i0,GlL In addition to this amount
carried by the regular river and harbor
bill, the sundry civil bill coutaius items
aggregating JS.SOO.OtfO for contract work on
rivers and hat burs. Tho total amount
available, therefore, for the next fiscal
year is nearly 615,000,000. Among the
items of appropriations in the bill are the
following, no meutiou being made of
those points where the amount involved is
less than 10,000:

Heed's Caustic Criticisms
on Democratic Metliods of Con-

ducting Business Arouse the
Ire of tbe Majority and

Their Attempt to Over-

ride the Republicans
by Autocratic Acts

Raises Pan-
demonium,

Washington, March 29. When tho
house met at noon today feverish anx-
iety was manifested as to the Bland seig-niora-

bill. After the reading of the
journal Mr. Dockery from the joint com-

mission to investigate tho expenditures iu
tbe executive department, formerly intro-
duced bill prepared by commission to
improve the methods of accounting in the
treasury department.

The regular order, the con-
tested election case, was then takeu up and
the filibuster agaiust the seating of
O'XeiH was resumed.

At 12:25. while the roll of the housa was
being called, Mr. Pruden, tbe president's
executive clerk, appeared at the bar of the
btmse and transmitted the president's
special message vetoing the Bland seignior-
age bill. The vote on the pending motion
was taken and resulted 154 to 11, fouiteen
short of quorum. Of th eleven who
voted against giving Mr. O'Xeill the seat,
there were ten Democrats, as follow:
Messrs. De Armond. Everett. Griffin, Hall
(Mo.), Morgan. Outhwaite, Ryan, Sibley,

r and Warner. Mr. McKeighau,
(Pop. JNeb.) cast the other negative vote.

Then cam" more filibustering, and Mr.
Patterson offered resolution to revoke
leaves of absence and instruct thesergeaut-at-arm- s

to take the absentees into cus-
tody. The order According to the resolu-
tion was to continue iu forco from day to
day until vacated..

Mr. Reed attempted to make the point
that quorum was necessary to adopt
tesolutiou continuing an order in force
beyond adjournment, but the speaker
overruled him, holding it was plainly in
the power of less than quorum to adopt
the means co compel tho attendance of
absentees.

Tbe previous question was ordered 1C2
to 2.

Mr. Reed took the floor and in brief
speech scored the Democrats, dwelling
particularly upon the absurdity of pro-
ceeding which aimed at procuring
quorum by duress, and after one was se-
cured left the house powerless to record
its presence.

Something in what Mr. Reed said
stung- - Speaker Crisp, who was on

the floor at the time, and when the
sat down, Speaker Crisp arose and

said it was uot his purpose to euter into
discussion of the merits of the question.
He only wanted to call attention to tho
persistence with which the leader of the
minority (Reed) had called attention to
the absolute iniquity of the practice of
members in refusing to vote when their
names were called. "We have been de-
nounced time and again," said he. "for re-
fusing to vote."

"I counted yours," interjected Mr. R?ed,
amid laughter. Mr. Reed. Speaker
Crip went on, had placed his narty in
position when he made his quorum
counting ruling, wheru it either had to
mis tain that ruliug or renounce him. It
was an open secret, he said, that Mr. Reed
had beeu unable to get the Republican
caucus to authorize such rnling.

'I never tried," said Mr. Reed.
But, coutinued Mr. Crisp, when Mr.

Reed hal once made the ruling his party
wis forced to sustaiu him. The speaker
proceeded to picture tho absolute power
of the over his side of the
house. He described how an agreement
entered into by the minority aud maioritv
of the electtons committee had been
broken at Mr. Reed's dictation. He was
tbe chief supervisor of his side.

"It looks as if you needed chief super-
visor on your own side," shouted Mr.
Boutelle.

"What we possess, and what you nepd,"
replied the speaker, deliberately' "i inde-
pendence of thought. (Applause.) "There
never was anu never win oe chief super- -
visor on this side," he continue!

"Mr. Reed's whole purpose," continued
Mr. Cii-p- , "was to force the Democratic
side to count quorum. All other ques-
tions paled into insignificance before this
overshadowing one of with
Mr. Reed. Every member should feel his
responsibility. He should vote whether
he approved ptoposition or not. If he
opposed he should exercise the d

Democratic privilege of voting
against it, he should not join hands with
the enemy across the aisle." Great ap-
plause.

Mr. Reed expressed desire to reply to
this, but his time had expired and be was
not permitted tn do so. He then asked
for division on the resolution, but Mr.
Stone of Kentucky, in the chair, ruled
that the proposition was not divi&ible.

Party feeling had been aroused by the
remarks of Mr. Reed and Speaker Crisp,
aud the Republicans began filibustering
with redoubled vigor. An appeal was
taken from the decision of the chair bv
Mr. Payne. Mr. Sorluger moved to lay
that motion on the table. Mr. Payne,
pending that, moved to ndjouin. This
latter motion was lost, 72 to 175.

The appeal was laid on the table, 177 to
GS. Mr. Licey of Iowa moved to recon
tider, aud Mr. Payne to adjouru.

The motion to adjourn was lost. The
speaker stated the motion made bv Mr.
Blair to reconsider, by which the appeal
was laid on the table, was in order. Mr.
Jj'Jcey appealed from the decision of the
chair. The speaker refused to grant the
appeal.

Mr. Reed was standing in the center
aisle, insisting on knowing tbe grocuds
upou which the speaker declined to sus-
tain tho appeal, but the speaker only
rapped with his gavel aud declined em-
phatically to slato the grounds of his s

d.
Mr. Payne moved to adjourn and the

speaker declined to entertain this motion
also. By this time the members on both
sides were wildly excited. Partisan blood
was at fever heat and for several miuutes
pandemonium reigned. From all pirts of

he floor member.- were shouting their de-
fiances and several personal collisions were
narrowly averted.

"Shut up," yelled some one across 'the
floor, while the speaker banged his gavel
and ordered all members to be seated. The
speaker was evidently determined to crush
the filibustering tactics of the minority.

"I rise to point of order." shouted Mr.
Payne.

"And the chair refuses to recogniza the
gentleman for that purpose," returned the
speaker.

"The question is on the adoption of the
resolution instructing the sergeant-at-ar-

tn arrest absentees; many as favor it
will say sye, contrary, no."

In the midst of th chorus of voices that
followed, Messrs. Payne, Boutelle and
Recti were on their feet clamoring for rec-
ognition. The speaker refused to recog-
nize them.

"Tellers." shouted Mr. Payne, and pend-
ing that motion he moved to adjouru.

The speaker declined to entertain the
motion. lr. Reed loudly insisted on hit
right to know why, bat tho speaker replied
by ordering him to take seat.

Mr. P.tterou called for tie ayes and
nays, and Mr. Payne demanded tell-
ers on the motion. The speaker ap-
pointed Mr. Patterson and Payne.
The latter was still clamoring to be
recognized on his point of order. Demo
crats had crowded down into the arena in
front ot tfce chair. The speaker ordered
Mr. Payne to tnke his place cs tsller. Mr.
Payne declined to serve.

"The chair then appoints tna gentleman
from Maine,' saia the speaker.

TO LEASE LANDS.
WASHINGTON, March 29. Representa

tive Turpie's resolution authorizing tbe
secretary of the interior to lease lands iu
Oklahoma belonging to tho Kiowa, Com-
anche and Apache Indians, will bs bitterly
fought by the Oklahoma delegate and
those who have interested themselves in
opening these lands to settlement. The
resolution provides that the lauds can be
leased for one year at minimum price of
10 cents per acre, but shall go to the high-
est bidder.

The resolntion conflicts with one now
pending, introduced by Representative
Flynn, instructing the secretary to issue
no more leases.

Pending the controversy over the ratifi-
cation of the sale of the lauds they are
idle, and the Indians, unless some action
is tukeu, will receive nothing for their use.

ADMIRAL WALKER'S MISSION.
Washington, March 29. Wheu Admir-

al Johu G. Walker sails from San Fran-
cisco on April 5th for Honolulu he will
carry with him instructions having
most important bearing on the Bering
sea question. All speculation and reports
to the contrary notwithstanding. Admir-
al Walker was not selected by the presi-
dent for this mission on accouut of any
threatening condition of affairs in Hawaii,
for the official advices received from that
country give no hiut of trouble or
of restoration to bfe expected
in tbe near future, aud Admiral Walker's
stay at Honolulu will uot extend over
two months at most Of course, during
his stay if trouble should arise he will be
in position to command the situation,
but there is no such expectation, and tbe
admiral's mission has to do mostly with
the sea question. The arbitration just
concluded provides for joint Drotectiou
by the United States aud Great Britain
over the seal water, and these two nations
are bouud to secure, if they cau, the

of other interested nations
Russia, Japan and China, aud perhnps

Germauy. The ppliceing of the seal wat-
ers which had previously been tempor-
ary expedient was made permaueut
charge upou tbe parlies to tbe arbitration,
and the difficulties in tbe execution of tbe
task had beeu enormously increased by
tho vast extent of tbe protected zone fixed
by the arbitration, comprising all of the
Pacific ocean east oC the lSOtii meridinu,
and north of the thirty-fift- h parallel and
Bering sea. If the effort to secure the co-

operation of Russia, Japan and China
should succeed, of which there is every
promise, the zone would be still further
extended so as to include the western Pa-
cific to the shores of Asia. Xo such task
as this, the policing of vast ocean, was
ever before undertaken, and became
necessary to devise system by which this
could be done effectively, economically and
permanently by ihe combined action of
the nations interested.

The first requisite to an effective and
economical patrol was the establishment
of permaneut basis of supplies. There
will probably be three of these San Fran-
cisco on thD east, Yoknhoma on the west
and Pearl Harbor, Hawaii, in the center,
all ou the lower boundary of the protecteU
zone. The first two are already within
reach, but it is the establishment of the
third which has caused Admiral
Walker's journey to Hawaii. He will
select the best location, looking to
its adaptability for the ready supply, and
in limited way. repair of the cruisers en-

gaged in the patrol service, estimate tbe
difficulties to be metr dredging channel
across the bar at the entrance of Pearl
Harbor, and upon his report to the presi-
dent will depend the expenditure ot the
$250,000 which has for two years been at
tLe disposal of the president for the estab-
lishment of naval stations.

Ashland, Wis., March 29.TA remark-
able trial of speed on the winter cycle in-

vention of A. T. Firth of Chicago, took
place on Cheqaamegon bay this after-
noon. The machine is of sreat lightness
and high gear. It was ridden a mile in
J:44 3--5 and three miles iu 3:42 5. The
rider weut fiv miles over a partially crust-
ed surface in 5:33. It is the fastest time
ever ridden ou a machiuo propelled by hu-
man force. The fastest mile was made by
George W. Gifford.

The machine consists of a driving wheel
and two runners attached to an ordinary
bicycle frame, and it is so contrived that it
can be attached to auy machiue iu a few
minutes. An additional fork is run from
the front fork of the bicycle frame to the
forward runner, thence to the rear runner
and up to the bicycle frame again. Tha
weight of the rider is tbm entirely upon
the ru iners or kates. which were made o!
the lightest material nos-dhl- The nower
of propulsion is furnished by the
driviug gear ot the machine, the
cliatu gear heme attiched to a
propeller drive wheel set iu a movable
frame pivoted at the back of the machine,
allowing this drive wheel to be constantly
upon the surface of the ice or suow,rand
thus overcoming all irregularities met.
Tbe only pressure upon this drive wheel is
its own weight and that is distributed to
it through tue action of the rider upon the
ped il.s. At the angle of strain, the chain
m;y be so adjusted and changed by raising
or lowering the pivoted drive wheel frame,
that the trictiou upon ihsdriving mechan-
ism is brought to the lowest possible
point.
